Yon spend thousands of dollars every year to bold an 
annual meeting whose laws you transgress, whose authority ynu 
ignore and insult, In every community when ''modern Progres- 
sion" has a membership, to the extent of practicing as they do to 
save yoar sinking cause. And yet rmi are not ■rebels,'' you are 
''progressive, but will out leave the church' '—the annual meeting. 
We are progressive, and we prefer to leave annual meeting, and 
be honorably progressive, than to remain under till annual meet- 
ing roof, profess loyally to It, and yet be traitors to its authority 
and privately disobey three-fourths of its laws. 

Mr. Calvert you are a modestly fair exhorter but you have 
neither the ability, the learning, or the fairness to discuss the is- 
Bues between us. You should confine yourself tu exhortation, 
and make an earnest "effort to overcome^ that singular weakness 
you have or misrepresenting men when there is no occasion for it, 
and the truth would be more honorable and fitting.
